good  manners  then  found  doflrine;  they  animated  the 
Princes  in  the  caufe ;  they  waged  a  holy  war  againft 
theHercticks  both  by  word  and  writing.  They  arc 
»s  it  were  the  choice  forces  of  Ifrad  commanded  by 
iheir  Captain-Generall  ]  E  S II S,  fighting  againft  the 
Amalekites,  did  they  not  attribute  to  their  own  valour 
the  good  fuccetTe  they  have,  whereas  indeed  it  is  due 
only  to  the  Mofes  on  the  top  of  the  Mountain  whofc 
carncfr  addrefles  to  Heaven  gives  them  the  victory  over 
their  enemies.  For  when  Mofes  held  up  his  hand,  Ifra- 
el  prevailed  j  but  when  he  let  down  his  handy  Amaleck  pre  - 
vailed.  Exod.ij* 

And  that  this  was  alfo  a  figure  of  the  manner  where- 
by the  Enemies  of  the  Church  of  God  were  to  be  dc- 
ftroyed,  we  have  a  hint  in  the  book  of  Judith,  Chap.  4, 
Mofes  overthrew  Amalec  who  put  his  confidence  in  his  own 
Strength,  by  fitting  againft  him,  not  with  dfword,  but  by 
holy  prayers.  So  (hall  it  be  to  all  the  enemies  of  Ifrael, 
Which  isas  much  as  to  fay,as  that  they  were  to  be  over- 
come,  not  indeed  by  humane  force,  or  a  tranfeendency 
of  Learning  and  eloquence,  but  by  the  pi©us  addreflcs 
t>f  men  that  have  abfolutcly  refigned  up  themfelves  to> 
die  ferviceof  God. 

Now  one  mi  (carriage  of  the  Je- 
Tbej  m  odious  for  fuits,  which  makes  them  fo  gene- 
their  Aulicifme  and  rally  odious,  is  this,  that  fome  a- 
mnopolifing  the  fa-  mong  them  are  more  intcrmcdling 
vours  of  Qod  and  then  they  fhould  be  in  the  affairs 
Princes9  and  counfcls  of  Princes  and  toa 

often  feen  in  their  Courts,  as  if 
their  defigne  were  to  monopolize  to  themfelves  all  fa-

Whether  ye  eate  or  drink.9  or  what  ever  ye  doe  elfe>  (faith 
the  Apoftle,  £i €or.  io.]  for  inftance,  patronife  fuch 
wicked  men  in  their  enormities  as  are  benefactors  to  the 
Society)  Let  all  he  done  to  the  glory  of  God  [Prov.16.3 
tor  the  Lord  hath  wrought  all  things  for  his  own  fake,  yea, 
even  the  wickfd  man ;  efpecially  fuch  of  that  predica- 
ment as  by  their  wealth  endeavour  to  further  and  ob- 
lige the  godly.  Thofe  Princes  therefore  are  to  be  high- 
]y>eommended,  who,  though  they  exprefs  a  more  then 
ordinary  afTeftion  to  the  Jefuits,,  yet  think  it  no  impu- 
dence fo  to  confine  them  to  their  Colledges  as  not  to 
fuffer  them  to  fct  a  foot  in  their  Courts,  unlefs  there  be 
rieed  of  a  ConfefTor,  or  that  the  Fathers  have  fome  ur- 
gent occafion  perfpnally  to  attend  the  Prince.

Jemble  not  this  earneftnefs  and  purfuance  of  things  in- 
compatible, ho  w  they  can  avoid  incurring  the  deferred 
hatr ed  not  only  of  Heretkks9bm  even  of  Catholkk*  them- 
felves.

es  were  polluted  5  for  thefe,  I  fay,  and  fonie  other 
reafons ,  I  thought  fit  not  to  fend  the  young  men  any 
more  to  the  Jtymts  Schools,  but  got  a  Praecepror  to 
have  the  overfight  of  them  at  home. 

There  is  yet  another  thing  which  brings  a  fufpicicn 
of  an  excefs  of  curiofity  upon  the  Jefuits,  efpecially  at 
Rome,  and  not  unlikely,  at  other  places  alfo,  which  is, 
that  no  fmall  number  of  the  chie-

Sore  obvious  and  remarkable  then  their  vertues  do  ac- 
cordinelv  make  a  greater  ioiprefcion  on  them  ,  and  are 
Foonerd  vulg'd.  For  if  there  be  any  among  them  fur- 
Switha8morethenordinaryftock£verme  they 

commonly  diflernble  it,  the  more  to  wo  f  the  din^ 
f.foride,  it  being  withal  thefate  of  Virtue,  that  her 
aaffddom^^^ 

time  feen,  that  things  gallantly  done,  are  fa.d  to  have 
been  unadZ-fedly  undertaken.  Eefldes.it  ,s  in  a  manner 
naturall  to  moft  men,  to  make  inquifition  into  the  leaft 
mifcariagesofothers,  yet  paffe  by  the.rworthy  aj  - 
o  ns,  though  never  fo  apparent,  <™niatmg  ^*f%£ 
that  mind  not  found  and  hving  bodies  ,  but  fmell  and 
follow  at  a  great  diftanee  ftinkmg  earcafcs.  No  doubt, 
bu  there  afe  in  the  Society  of  the  Jtfmu j  many  that 
are  hot  chargable  with  any  malice  or  wickednefle.many 
eminent  for  their  Learning  and  Virtues,  but  thefe,  un- 
MeTt  be  when  they  difcoverthemfelves  by  the  Books 
thev  fet  foTch,  or  are  publickly  employ'd,  make  ro 
Samone  them.    For  they  are  not  wont  to  put  into 

remarkable  for  their  excellent  Learning  and  fanftity, 
b«  K  who  are  beft  furnifhed  with  craf  t ,  confidence 
and  brazen  foreheads.  For  having  made  ,t  then d  fgn 
to  heap  up  riches  together,  to  be  made  life  of ,  as  I  have 
faid  to  carry  on  great  enterprizes,  and  men  mchnd  to 
SnTng    being  cf  that  fimplicky,  that  they  have 
Sr  cu'nningfnor  courage  enough  ^n  o, 
of  their  Inheritances,  and  hedge  in  Ml  greater  lu 
of  money,  'tis  but  fit ,  *ey  fhould  grate  upon^his

employment  thofe  that  arc  of  unanfwerable  importuni- 
ty ,  fuch  as  having  had  many  repulfes,  renew  their  folli- 
citations,  and  watch  all  opportunities  to  compaifc  their 
defigns. 

And  when  thefe  creatures  happen  to  mifcarry  in  any 
thing  (  which  is  no  more  then  fpeakes  the  decayes  of 
humanity ,  and  cannot  be  avoided)  two  things  are  coh- 
fequent  thereto.  One,  that  rheir  faylings  arc  fure  to 
beobferv'd  and  talk'd  of  among  the  common  people. 
For  tbaCs  a  thing  m  all gtntr ally  hpow  (  faie*  Zenophon  in 
Agefilaw)  tbaxwhatk  done  by  eminent  perfons  cannot  be 
hid :  which  is  alfo  insinuated  by  the  Poet  9  in  this 
diftich  \

The  other  h ,  that  »  be  the  offence  ever  fo  fmalf, 
yet  the  malice  of  men  fhall  fo  magnifte  it  ,  as  te 
make  an  Elephant  of  a  Fly.  To  fach  men  there- 
fore, whether  confiderable  for  their  dignity  or  their 
reputation,  it  may  be  thought  Seneca  directed  this 
wholfome  precept.  £>e  Clem.  1.  I.  c«tp.  8.  Alia  condi- 
tio eorumefl  ,  quiiniurba,  quam  non  excedunt ,  latent  :
